Claims 1-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3). because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest an 
interpose for a land grid array forming electrical interconnect structure between electronic components, said interposer comprising at 
least one generally pure dielectric elastic contatt button, and an electrically-conductive material being disposed on the extenor of said 
at least one contact button providing said electrical interconnect.
